Although 
most of the news from the scenes of 
battle comes through Russian sources 
and consequently Is supposed to pre- 
sent the facts In as favorable light aj 
possible for the Russlam arms, It Is 
evident that the Japanese made some 
gains yesterday. 


St. Petersburg has an unofficial re- 


port that Kuropatkln's center has been 
broken and that thirteen siege guns 
have fallen Into the hands of the Jap- 
anese. 
These guns were given perma- 


nent emplacements on the line of the 
railroad north of the Shakhe station 
the fact evincing the confidence of the 
Russians that the Japanese could no^ 
penetrate thither.

lleved that Kuropatkln was yesterday 
fighting a rear |£mrd action to cover 
his retreat and that the night * 11! have 
witnessed a large withdrawal of his 
troops toward TtePass.

HONOLULU, Mar. 7.—The Stanford 


Inquest waa resumed today and Chem- 
ist Duncan testified that 
with Dr. 


Shorey, he had made three tests of the 
bottle of bicarbonate of soda used by 
Mrs. Stanford and found strychnine In 
each test. 
He estimated that the bot- 


tle contained forty-three 
grams 
of 


soda In which was one-half a grain of 
strychnine. 
He further said: 


"We examined a portion of the con- 


tents of the stomach with a negative 
result for strychnine and further ex- 
amined one kidney and some of the 
contents of the Intestines bue were un- 
able to separate any poison from the 
substance, yet we obtained the color 
reaction characteristic of strychnine. 
We then combined all remaining or- 
gans Including the liver and found that 
the test of an extraction gave the same 
results as the Intestines, namely the 
color reaction indicative of strychnine. 
The test we used Is known as the fad- 
Ing purple test and so far as I know 
Is a most reliable test. 
The color re- 


action obtained Is not produced ex- 
cept by strychnine. We were not able 
to isolate any strychnia." 


Duncan said he was unable to separ- 


ate strychnine because the amount ta- 
ken had been too small and was con- 
tained In a large body of matter. 


Dr. Shorey testified that he assisted 


In the analysis and estimated that one- 
twentieth of a grain of strychnine was 
in each teaspoonful 
or bicarbonate 


taken from the Stanford bottle. 
Ho 


employed only practical tests for the 
examination of the organs and con- 
tents.

On being undressed she scream- 
ed with pain, and It was then found 
that her shoulders, her back, and her 
loins were black and blue all over. 


There were marks the size of one's 


little finger. She was placed in a bed 
covered with milk curds to relieve the 
pain. A gendarme remained near her 
day and 
night. 
Nevertheless, 
her 


case became known. 


A commissary of police had question- 


ed her on the revolutionary plot and 
the anarchist movement, as she was 
known to have friends among the revo- 
lutionists. She refused to speak, where- 
upon she was whipped with birch rods, 
without regard for her wound. 


She was questioned a second time, 


but would say nothing. She was then 
whipped again, which drew from her al1 
the police wanted to know. 
The Infor- 


mant of the newspaper correspondent 
says that this Is not an isolated case, 
and that for several days birch rods 
did duty at most of the police offices of 
the capital.
